[Ilumination of State Street 
Discloses a Scene of 
Beauty That Amazes 
Every One. 


BANNERS ARE UNFURLED. 


Crowds Fill the Court of Honor 
with a Solid Mass of 
Wondering Hu- 
manity. 


MORE MONEY’ IS NEEDED. 


' The formal opening of festival week was 
signaled at sundown yesterday by the un- 
furling of banners, the flinging out of flags, 
and the flashing of® thousands of lights in 
the State street court of honor. This was 
the beginning of the gala season, and masses 
of people poured into the down-town dis- 
trict at night and packed stream against 
was no 
place in State street where one could stand 
still or stem the current of moving men, 
women, and children. The scene presented 
in the thoroughfare between Van Buren 
and Lake streets, above the heads of the 
people, was full of brilliancy and the 
glamour of art. 

The festoons of light that span the street 
gave it the semblance of a great cathedral 
nave, but unlike any ever seep before, for 
its majestic vault was composed of rib- 
bons of light. The pylons at the Lake 
street ¢nd and the arch at the Van Buren 
street end; with the rostral columns and 
Venetian masts on ‘either side, with their 
architectural suggestion, completed the 
likeness. The music of a band, dimmed by 
the babbling murmur of voices, brought 
the impressions of the ear to reinforce the 
idea the eye had gathered of a vesper scene 
lifted to proportions of magnificence and 
splendor. 

Here and there some bits of staff remained 
wnplaced on the coping of the column-sup- 
ported structures, and on some of the store 
fronts the decorations were not complete, 
but it might have seemed ypercritical to 

call attention to it. There was enough of 
beauty in architectural and artistic orna- 
mentation of the street. 


Crowds Fill the Street. 

Street cars were not allowed in the court 
of honor after the rush of the busy hour. 
Was over in the evening. The entire space 
from wall to wall was given over to pedes- 
triaps and an oecasional carriage or ceach. 
At that ft was not wide endteh. Wh 
one tried to walk on the sidewalk or in the 
ear tracks in the middle of the street, it was 
all the same so far as the crowd was con- 
cerned. 

_ The first night of the festival was taken by 
Chicago home people as their own. The 
numbers of babes in arms and children hold- 
ing to women's skirts to save themselves 
from being swept away in the streams of 
bigger folks and lost indicated this. 

Those who planned the festival may have 

* found sufficient feward for the work in the 
‘praise unconscietisly given them in the ex- 
clamations of surprise and delight that were 
irawn from the people who surged up and 
fown the street last evening. Even in the 
World’s Fair days Chicago never made 
State street so radiant or so rich in orna- 
mental drapery, and at no time was art 
called upon to contribute such sculpture or 
such beauty in plastic designs... 


Private Decorations Are Elaborate. 
The decorations on the store fronts, not 
only in State, but in the other down-town 


_ streets, and in West Madison and some of 


the North Side streets also, are acceunted 
the finest ever seen ig Chicago. These fes- 
tival ornamentations on the business houses 
have been made at a cost of more than 
$100,000. Nearly 5,000 electric lights were 


burning on the store fronts in State street . 


alone, and these are not counted in the 
11,000. incandescent bulbs used in making 
the electric festoons across the street. 

In making the decorations that converted 
that part of State street into what is called 
the court of honor the Festival committee 
expended more than $30,000. At every fifty 
feet a Venetian mast has been erected and 
at every corner rostral columns are placed. 
These columns, as well as the pylon, the 
arch, and the sculptures, were designed at 
the Art Institute.

in making the festoons and drapings of the, 


masts and columns, and there are 376 gas 
flambeaux. These big yellow flames of gas 
burning at the bases of the masts give a 
relief in color effect in the iljuminations. 

Figures do not, however, convey much 
when speaking of illuminations and decera- 
tions of streets. It is in the artistic arrange- 
ment of the lights, festoons, columns, masts, 
and banners that the chief causes of fine 
effect lie. | 


Like the White City, Says Mr. Noyes. 

Speaking of the court of honor imrector 
General Noyes said: 

“The committee which has ae and 
worked out this marvel in form, and color, 
and light undoubtedly builded better than it 
knew; and the members unquestionably will 
receive unbounded praise for their efforts. 
When the surrounding country has the 
realizing sense cf what therc is here to see, I 
know not how we are to care for the many 
who will come to witness it. The beauty re- 
minds me of the court of honor of the old 
* White City,’ and the throngs an the streets 
tonight heightens the impre fon that we 
have that dream with us again.” 


Never a Grander Spectacle. 

Charles A. Stevens, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Decorations, remained on the 
street for a long time. Speaking of the 
_iMlluminations, he said: 

“No community has ever witnessed a 
Brander spectacle. The committee feels 
proud of its results. In all American his- 
tory I believe I can truthfully say that no 
Street ever looked prettier than our great 
commercial avenue does tonight."’

A larger number of 
people is coming from the Southern States 
than we expected. Already there are 30,000 
visitors from the South in the city, and this 
number is being increased with the arrival 
of each train.

We expect to enter- 
tain more distinguished guests tn Chicago 
during the festival than ac nay time pee 
the World's Fair."’

DR. LEYDS CLAIMS TO HAVE CON- 
FIRMATION OF REPORT. 


Rumors That Kruger Has Insisted on 
the Prompt Withdrawal of British 
Forces Are Still Thick in London, 
Although the Government Will Not 
Admit It — Transvaal Troops New 
Said to Be Within Fourteen Miles of 
Dundee—Uneasiness at Cape Town. 


London, Oct. 5.—A special dispatch from 
Newcastle, Natal, dated on Wednesday, 
says: 

“The Boers have lett the Laager at Volks- 
rust and are moving toward the frontier. 
The situation 4s most critical. 

“ The magistrates and municipal officers 
have assembled in the town hall to concect 
measures for the defense of the town against 
an expected attack. All the women and 


children have been ordered to leave for the 


interior of Natal.” | | ‘ 


Bloemfontein, Oct.  4.—The government 
publishes a telegram from Boshof stating 
that the British forces have crossed the 
border and that fighting has commenced. 


Another telegram says the troops have 


crossed the border, net that no fighting hase 
occurred. 
The government discredits the report.

The time limit mentioned in the report ex- 
pires tomorrow afternoon, so, if the report is 
true, fighting probably will begin then. If 
not, the first gun may not be fired for some 
time, yet there is undoubtedly a scare at 
Natal, but no hostile step has as yet been re- 
ported. 

Boers Close to Frontier. 
_ The Daily Mail's special this morning says: 
“A&A thousand Boers .are posted behind 
Doornberg, close to the Natal border and 
fourteen miles from Dundee. Fresh ar- 


rivals are expected tonight and tomorrow. 


There is a persistent rumor that the Boers 
will attack Dundee, but the report is im- 
probable, since to attack the town the Boers 
will have to come into the open, which is 
foreign to their usual tactics.”’ 

The reports that British troops had crossed 
the border near Kimberley are discredited 
here. The British are too wary to make 
such an attack, their force being much too 
weak. | | 


a No British Initiative. | 

There is no chance of the British taking 
the initiative in hostilities for the present, 
at least. They expect to do a lot of fight- 
ing later, but it is highly improbable that 
they will be in condition to begin before 
December. The fastest boat from London 
to the Cape takes seventeen days and many 
transports require nearly thirty. So it is 
readily seen that it will take some time 
for the home government to get aor for 
active fleld operations.

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| GEOGRAPHICAL CONGRESS ENDS 


Next Session to Meet Either at Wash- 
- ington, St. Petersburg, or 
Buda-Pesth. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE BY

Berlin, Oct. 4.—The geographical congress 
adjourned, without selecting a place for the 
next meeting. The choice lies between 
Washington, St. Petersburg, and Buda- 
Pesth. “\ Arthur C. Jackson of Seattle, claim- 
ing to be a polar traveler, wrote jokingly 
inviting the congress to take an Alaska 
excursion under his guidance. The letter 
was received bythe congress in the spirit 
in which it was evidently sent. As to the 
next meeting of the céngress, many objec- 
tions are being raised against the expense 
and trouble of a trip to Washington, and 
Buda-Pesth appears to be most favored. 


Temperature of High Altitudes. 

Professor Hergesell of Strassburg related 
his experiences on a balloon excursion yes- 
_terday with Aeronaut Dr. Berson of the Ber- 
\in Meteorological Institute. They reached 
an altitude of 6,600 meters, where the ther- 
mometer registered 28° below freezing, centi- 
grade scale. Professcr Hergesell showed 
‘from the reports of eight international bal- 
loon ascensions at different periods of the 
years and in different climates, that the 
superficial variations of temperature extend 
to the highest altitudes reached. The belief 
was formerly that the temperature in the 
upper atmosphere was subject to little varia- 
tion. Ascensions made in, May, 1897, from 
St. Petersburg, Paris, Berlin, and Strass- 
burg showed the temperature everywhere 
was about at zero, except at St. Petersburg,’ 
where it registered 20° below. The ther- 
mometers showed the same difference at an 
altitude of 10,000 meters. 


Scientific Kite Flying. § 
Lawrence Rotch, director of the Bluehill 
Meteorological Observatory of Massa- 
chusetts, to whom is due much of the prog- 
ress in scientific kite flying, discussed thd 
results of the Bluehill observations. 


Some of the Resolutions. 

The congress adopted resolutions to pro- 
vide for an international commission for 
meteorological and magnetic observations 
connected with the English and German 
South Pole expeditions.’ The resolutions 
also recommended the universal use of the 
metric system In the measurements of sci- 
entific work and the use of the centigrade 
thermometer for all geographical works; 
demanded the retention of the present divis- 
ion of time, as well as the present division 
of longitude into 360 degrees instead of the 
proposed decimal division. While conced- 
ing the usefulness of the decimal division of 
angles in some cases, it authorized the 
preparation of a map of the earth on a scale 
of one to a million, and favored the organiza- 
tion of an international seismological and 
cartographic association.

ROCK RIVER CONFERENCE DIS- 
‘TURBED MONEY 


Dr. Louts Carts Accused of ‘Accepting 
_@ Bonus from Dr. John M, Caldwell 
for Use of $6,000 of Freedmen's En- 
dowment—Complications Have Been 
Added to the Case—Methodist Elder 
Seores Church Office-Holders — Dr. 
King an Enthusiastic Expansfonist.

Rockford, Il, Oct. 4.—[Special.]—Trouble 
is brewing in the Rock River annual Meth- 
odist Conference between the Rev. Dr. Louis 
Curts of the Methodist book concern and the 
Rev. Dr. John M. Caldwell, two of the most 
prominent figures in Western Methodism. 

Friends of Dr. Caldwell charge Dr. Curts 
with having accepted a cemmission as a 
bonus from Dr. Caldwell for a loan to the 
latter of fiduciary funds, and friends of Dr. 
Curts assert that Dr. Caldwell offeréd to 
Dr. Curts an improper consideration for the 
loan. 

The story is that last spring Dr. Caldwell 
approached Dr. Curts and asked the latter 
if he had a few thousand dollars to loan, 
and Dr. Curts, after some demur, decided 
he could loan about $6,000. Dr. Curts’. 
friends lay much stress on the alleged fact 
that he agreed to make the loan with great 
reluctance and was persuaded to do it on the 
urgent plea of Dr. Caldwell’s need for the 
money for use at a critical time. 


Story of the Three Per Cent Bonus. 
The defenders of Dr. Curts assert that 
Dr. Caldwell, after receiving the loan, said 


to Curts that he (Curts) deserved a com-. 


mission for negetiating such a loan, and 
that he (Caldwell) was willing to pay a 
bonus of | per cent in addition to the 6 per 
cent interest for the favor receiyed. Dr, 
Curts is said to. have demurred, whereupon 
Caldwell asked him if he wou]d not accept 
the $180 bonus asa gif¥. Curts aecepted 
the 3 per cent finally, it is said, but stipu- 
lated that Caldwell put in writing the fact 
that it was a gift. 

Some days later Curts’ friends say he re- 
considered the matter, and took the 3 per 
cent bonus from his own private account, de- 
positing it to the credit ofthe funds of the 
Freediman’s Educational society, from which 
the $6,000 loaned to Dr. Caldwell came. 

r. Curts’ adherents say he did know. 

t is said on good authority tonight that 
Dr. Curts, when offered the $180 bonus for 
the loan by Dr. Caldwell, refused to take 
a check and said he must have currency, and 
that the final payment of the money was 
made in the shape of currency to Mrs. 


~Curts. 


In explanation of his loan to Dr. Caldwell 
Dr. Curts has stated to several clergymen 
in the conference that he saw no harm in 
loaning the $6,000 to Dr. Caldwell, since it 
was lying idle, and he thought the 6 percent 
interest would be useful to the cause of edu- 
eation, but he says he was surprised when 
Dr. Caldwell offered him 4% per cent as a bo- 
nus for his own personal use, and that after 
thinking it over a few days he decided he had 
made a mistake in accepting itat all. In that 
case he ‘thought he was making right his 
mistake in strict ethics by putting it to the 


credit of the fund, 


To Come Up at Roll Pall.

Dewey's position permits him a certain in- 
dependence in his relations to the service, 
and he would be consulted in making any as- 
signment to duty.

WAS SENATOR MASON SNUBBED! 

 Bighteen United States Senators were 
present as guests at the dinner given by the 
President to Admiral Dewey, but the name 
of Senator Mason of Illinois does not appear 
in the list, though he was in Washington at 
the time. Of course he was not invited. If 
he had been Je would have been there. A 
stern sense of duty would have compelled 
him to accept. 

Mr. Mason cannot be offended because 
he was not invited. He does not feel that 
he has been snubbed. Nobody can snub 
him. He is probably grateful to the Presi- 
dent for saving him from an exceedingly 
embarrassing position. He has publicly 
said that he is “ashamed of his country.’ 
He could not have been comfortable in the 
presence of the distinguished representa- 
tives of the country of which he is 
ashamed. They had assembled to do 
honor to Admiral Dewey. He would 
have been ashamed of the President when 
he heard him say to Admiral Dewey: 
“There was no flaw in your victory: 
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‘there will be no faltering in maintaining 


it.” He would have been ashamed of 
the members of the Cabinet, of the officers 
of the army and navy, and of the Senators 
and Representatives present. As he would 
have been ashamed of all of them, and all 


of them would have been ashamed of him, 


every one would have felt uncomfortable. 
Mr. Mason therefore cannot but feel grate- 
ful to the President for the excellent taste 
he manifested in omitting his name when 
he made up his list of invitations. The 
President knows how to discfiminate and 


he would not knowingly place any one in 


an embarrassing situation, But it may be 
distinctly understood that Mason was riot 
snubbed. His prejudices were respected. 
That was all. arf 
Since. Senator, Mason is ashamed of the 
Senate of which he is a member, it is proba- 
bly with the greatest reluctance that he 
He has 


duty to serve out his term, notwithstanding 

the shame he feels for that body. He may 

rest assured, however, that when his term 

is ended there will be no constraint put upon 

him to present himself as a candidate for re- 

election. The people of Illinois will be glad 

to relieve him from the necessity of further 

occupying a seat in the Senate or holding 
any other public office of which he may be 

ashamed. He cannot be as ashamed of 

them as the people of Illinois are of him, 

and if he is anxious to ascertain the measure 

of the shame they feél for him all he has to 

do when his term is finished is to intimate he 
wonld like to go back again.

The New York Supreme Court 
decided a few years ago that the statue of 
a member of the Schuyler family could not 
be made and placed on exhibition against 
the protest of other members of the family 
because she was not a public character. 
These two decisions go to show that there 
is some legal protection for the feelings of 
the families of men who have not achieved 
prominence and are not “ public characters.”’ 
But they are the persons whose feelings are 


‘seldom trampled on. Enterprising manu- 


facturers of cigars, pickles, and soap’ do 
not put the names and pictures of unknown 
Nobody is willing to 
be a nonentity, however, in order that, his 
privacy may be respected and the feelings 
Noth- 
ing is easier than to enact laws giving to 
the famfiles of deceased public characters 
that protection which law and the obscurity 
of the dead give men who are not public 
characters. It is easy and proper to stop 
the exploitation of deceased public charac- 
ters for commercial purposes. ;

‘Helen Campbell, writing in “'The House 


Beautiful” for October, traces the modes 
of home dechration in the last generation 
or two, and their relation, especially that 
of the existent efflorescence of ribbons and 
upholstery, to the multiplication of germs.

and bows, and the housewife clings with 
desperate will to the elegance of cairpets 
and plush sets. Nevertheless, hard floors, 
with their few and easily removable rugs, 
wooden chairs—with some merit of design 
if so be—table tops likewise of wood, win- 
dows dimmed? with shutters, hard finished 
shades or colored glass, walls hung with 
smooth framed pictures, and simple iron 
bedsteads painted white, have in many 
households greatly reduced the enemy’s 
territorial domain. wee, 
It is pleasing to reflect not only that “ his 
kingdom is a lessening one,”’ but that the 
warfare is ridding us of not a little specious 
and undignified frippery, which has con- 
sumed too many hours in the home and too 
much toil in the factory in the making.

It is an instrument 
of oppression and blackmail.” It exists for 
the benefit of some coal dealers and to 


the disadvantage of others. It helps the

discourages the use of others. It exists 
for the blackmailing of owners of buil- 
ings and the corrupting of their employés. 


, That bureau exists not merély to furnish 


jobs for some kummers but to promote 
the political advantage of certain persons 
to the detriment of others. It is a 
demoralized and a demoralizing institution 
which should be abolished. : 

These condemnatory remarks do not ap- 
ply exclusively to the smoke bureau under 
the present administration. It has been 
equally impotent for good and potent for 
evil under several of the preceding ad- 
ministrations during which it has been in 
existence. The opportunities to levy tribute 
on the owners of bu‘idifigs and others have 
beef too tempting to be resisted.

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BUY BLOCKS OF ‘STOCK. 


NORTHWESTERN ELEVATED SECUR- 


ITIES ARE IN DEMAND. 


Puarchases of Columbia Constructién 
Stock, Which Controls the North- 
western, Made for New York Ac- 
count—Cash Offer of $13,000,000 Is 
Made, According to Good Authority 
—Estimate of Traffic Recipts— 


Money Continues High. 


Charles T. Yerkes returned yesterday 


from New York and in speaking of the re- 


ported offer for the purchase of the North- 
western Elevated railroad he said no con- 
certed action had been taken to acquire con- 
trol of the property, but that there had 
been considerable stock of the Columbia 
Construction company purchased for New 
York account. Mr. Yerkes said a number 
of New York men had been out to Chi- 
_ @ago looking over the Northwestern Ele- 
vated property and that the representatives 


of other capitalists had looked over the 


field. As a result of these investigations 
Mr. Yerkes said considerable stock had been 
bought, and under the stimulus of this buy- 


ing Columbia Construction stock had sold 
up to 87%. He said no offer had been made 
directly for his stock and that there had 
been no stock purchased with the idea of ac- 
quiring control. All of the stock bought had 
been for investment purposes and as a 
. result of the investigation made as to the 


prospects of revenue from passenger traffic. 


Mr. Yerkes. estimates receipts from pas- 
senger traffic as soon as the road isin opera- 
tion of from $2.500 to $3,000 a day. He 
figures the road can be operated for 50 per 
cent of its gross receipts. which would, he 
estimates, provide for the interest on the 
$5,000,000 of 5 per cent bonds, the dividends 
of 5 per cent on the $5,000,000 of preferred 
stock, and leave anywhere from 2 to 3 per 
cent for the common stock. A traffic of 
60,000 passengers a day would give the 
company an income of $3,000 a day from 
passenger receifts. The receipts from 
rents, from advertising. and from other 
sources, it is estimated. would run from 
$2,000 to $5,000 a month. Mr. Yerkes said 
his stock in the Columbia Construction 
company, which will eventually call for the 
securities of the Northwestern Elevated 
railroad, was not for sale. He said that 
he would not accept an offer of par for this 
stock. Mr. Yerkes estimates that to build 
the road at ‘the present time would involve 
an expenditure of nearly, if not quite, 50 


per cent more than the road has cost. 


Structural iron is now 30 per cent higher 
than it was when contracts were made with 
the mills and real estate in sections of the 
city through which the road runs has a 
higher valuation now than it had when the 
right of way was ‘condemned five years 


ago. 
Cash Offer of $13,000,000 Was Made. 


An offer of $13,000,000 in cash was made 
for the Northwestern elevated railroad, ac- 
cording to reliable information. This offer, 
however, was not made to’Mr. Yerkes, but 
to Blair & Co. of New York, who financed 
the loan made year ago. It is said on good 
authority this offer was made to Blair & Co. 
on behalf of the people interested in the 
Chicago Union Traction company. Blair & 
Co. own a comparatively small amount of 
the stock of the Columbia Construction 
company, but the full issue of $5,000,900 of 
bonds issued against the property of the 
company, as well as the issue of preferred 
and common stock, has been deposited with 
this firm as collateral to secure the loan for 


the completion of the road. 


The Northwestern clevated railroad will 
not be {n operation before June 1, 1900, ac- 
cording to the estimates of the engineers 
who have charge of the construction work. 

. The iron is being erected as fast as it is re- 
ceived, but the mil!s are so overrun with 
orders that a considerable deluy has been 
experienced in having the iror turned out. 

At the time of the formation of the Colum- 
bia»Construction company it was agreed in- 
terest at the rate of 5 per cent should be 
paid on construction stock. The company 
got in financial difficulties during the panic 
of 1896, and instead of paying interest cer- 
tificates were issued, which were to be paid 
out of funds secured through the sale. of 
securities held by the company. Certificates 
were issued for interest for a period of 
eighteen months in all amounting to 7% per» 
cent. These certificates, it is announced by 
the company, should go with: the stock when 
gold, as they must be turned over with the 
stock when the Northwestern securities are 


issued in exchange.

AJ. MARSHALL ON RACK, 


REAL MEN DISCUSS HIS AT- 
FITUDE TOWARD CHICAGO RIVER, 


Refuses to Adopta That 


in Effect Exonerates the Govern- 
ment Engineer of the Charge of 
Favoritism to the Calumet—Hears 
Results of Brick Paving Investiga- 
tions—Takes Un» Matter of $2,000,000 
Levy for School Buildings. 


The alleged favoritism of Major Marshall, 
government engineer at Chicago, for the 
interests of the Calumet River as against 
those of the Chicago River was considered 
again by the Real Estate board yesterday 
afternoon. A report was made by James B, 


Galloway as a subcommittee of the Public. 


Service. committee that Major Marshall had 
shown bias in his treatment of the Chicago 
River, but that in so doing he had only fol- 
lowed the precedent established by other 
engineers here. Willis G. Jack- 

n objected to the adoption of the report, 
which in effect exonerates Major Marshall, 
and action was deferred until the next meet- 


— Galloway’s report made several points, 
however, as against Major Marshall. Of 
the latter's 1893 report Mr. Galloway said: 
“In this report Major Marshall shows. a 

against the Chicago River and fails to 
realize that the interests of a million anda 
half of people are deeply affected by the lack 
of improvement in the Chicago River, while 
he can see that the demands of a future 

lation will warrant the most liberal 
treatment of the Calumet River.” 

Major Marshall in his report in 1893 recom- 
mended a breakwater to be built at Calumet 
and relative to this Mr. Galloway said: 
“Just why the United States government 
should consider the Illinois Steel company’s 
private harbor worthy of its consideration, 
while the private and corporate interests 
on the Chicago River. are not of like consid- 
eration, I cannot see.’ 


Objected To by Jackson. 

Ag soon as the reading of the report was 
finished Mr. Jackson made objection to it. 
He desired to withdraw his original reso- 
jution rather than have a report favorable 
to Major Marshall passed. Mr. Jackson 


gald: 
“T believe that Major rshall has been a: 


special pleader for the Calumet. I believe 
that Major Marshall has treated prominent 
ceitigens and city officials with arrogance 
bordering on insolence. While I should ob- 
ject to any expression bf approval of Major 
Marshall's acts, as a matter of expediency 
Tam willing. if allowed to do so, to withdraw 
my resolution from further consideration, 
and will only add that any man, whether 
he be sneering engineer, greedy contractor, 
or demagogue official, who delays by his 
actions for one day the flowing through the 
heart of our city of the life-giving waters of 
Lake Michigan, should be treated for what 
he is—a criminal.” 


Conclusion of Full Committee. 

The report of the full Public Service com- 
mittee, accompanying Mr. Galloway’s de- 
tailed report, draws the following conclu- 
sion: “* We have all reached the conclusion 
that whatever fault may be found with the 
manner of his report the attitude of Major 
Marshall on the subject of the Chicago River 
is entirely consistent with the position taken 
by. his predecessors, and we find no justifica- 
tion for taking steps by the board to en- 
deavor to have him removed from his pres- 
ent position,” 


Reports on Brick Paving. 
Robert C. Givins, chairman of the Special 
Assessment committee, gave the result of 
the trip to Terre Haute and Brazil, Ind., to 
investigate brick pavings, as printed in Tun 
TRIBUNE on Sunday, and said also: ‘“* Your

D. V. Purinton, who is furnishing most of 
the brick used by the City of Chicago, was 
present and took issue with Mr. Givins’ 
statement that Indiana brick could be fur- 
nished cheaper than the prices he was mak- 
ing. He said $8.50 was the maximum price 


for brick delivered on the cars at Gales- 


Mr. Purinton said the ten-year guarantee 
charged on pavements added one-third to 
the cost of the paving, and he would like to 
see that feature of the law carried to the 
Supreme Court. He believed it unconstitu- 
tional He agreed with Mr. Givins that 
cheaper paving was good enough for outly- 
ing districts. One additional item of ex- 
pense, he said, was in the use of Portland 
cement, which cost 25 to 30 per cent more 

natural cement. 


Look into School Levy. 

W. W. Baird, chairman of the Revenue 
committee, said that body was struggling 
with the levy of the School board, which 
includes $2,000,000 for building purposes. 
That and the State tax, he said, are the only 
things outside the 5 per cent limit. He said 
the committee was in possession of the dif- 
ferent items making up the $2,000,000 and it 
seemed to the members that a portion of 
the amount should come under the head of 
Seneral expense.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


FIGHT WAXES WARM ON PACKING 
HOUSE PRODUCT DIFFERENTIAL. 


Burlington and the Kansae City, Fort 
Scott & Memphis War Threatens to 
Result in Boycott by Business-Men— 
Work Begins on Chesapeake and 
Ohio Terminal Improvements at 
Newport News — Will Double Its 
Train Service to Portland. 


The fight between the Burlington and the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott and Memphis roads 
about the differential rate on packing-house 
product the latter has been claiming on busi- 
ness from Kansas City to the Ohio River and 
the Southeast is getting interesting. The 
Memphis followed each reduction made by 
the Burlington from Omaha with a corre- 
sponding reduction of 3 cents a 100 pounds 
from Kansas City until it could go no lower 
without wiping out the rate entirely. 

On Oct. 1 the Burlington hit the Memphis 
road hard by making a rate of 1 cent a 100 
pounds on packing-house product from 
Omaha to Ohio River points, while it made 
the tariff for Kansas City packers 17 cents a 
100 pounds. When the new rates were an- 
nounced by the Burlington, Kansas City 
packers held a meeting and decided to issue 
a letter to all Kansas City business-men ad- 
vising a boycott of the Burlington unless 
the rates, which are considered an injustice 


| to Kansas City, are withdrawn. 


An official of the Burlington states that the 
proposal of the Kansas City merchants to 
boycott the road on account of the fight it 
was making for a reduction of the differential 
as between Omaha and Kansas City to three 
cents on packing-house products to the 
Southeast would have no effect on the Bur- 
lington managers. The Burlington had been 


guffering severely from the discrimination 


practiced by the Kansas City line against 
Omaha and it would not retreat from the 
position it has taken until justice was done 
Xo the Omaha interests. | 


Start Terminal Work. 

. Work on the Chesapeake and Ohio ter- 
minal improvements at Newport News, 
which will cost $1,000,000 when completed, 
has been started. Four hundred men have 
been put to work on the new 1,000,000-bushel 
grain elevator, and 200 carloads of material 
for this structure are on the ground. The 


surveys have been made for the new coal 


pier, No. 10, and piles will be driven at once. 
The work of extending piers No. 1, 2, 3, and 
8 each several hundred feet has already 
been started: Pier No. 8 will be the grain 
pier connecting with the new elevator. Work 
will soon be started on another new pier, No. 


9, which will be a large two-story mer- 
chandise pier for the coastwise trade prin- 
cipally. Newport News is steadily gaining

statement as to the loss of that brigade at 
the battle of Fredricksburg being in excess 
of any. other. I quote your article as there 
given: ‘“‘In the battle of Fredricksburg the 
Irish Brigade lost more killed and wounded 
in proportion to the number of men engaged 
in battle than any other brigade, not only in 
America but in Europe, in ae single battle 


during the last fifty years. One-third of the 


men who entered the battle were disabled or 
killed outright.” 
I do not want to take a laurel from the 


‘brow of this noble brigade, as the First and 


Second Brigades of this division were side 
by side for near four years; and in many a 


conflict the Irish colors here spoken of- were
